Of all the imported seeds upon which the Market Gardener depends, there is none in such 
short supply as spinach. The invasion of Holland cut off all shipments of the 1940 crop and it 
occured too late for most American seedsmen to get seed crops planted in this country, consequently 
there is very little new crop spinach seed and there was not very much seed held over. 

We were fortunate in being able to harvest some Viking, Blight Resistant Savoy and Long 
Standing Bloomsdale, which with our holdover seed will give us a small supply of these varieties 
and a few other kinds, which we will supply to our customers as long as it lasts, when accom- 
panied by orders for a reasonable amount of other seeds. 

We suggest that spinach growers plan their acreage carefully and place their orders as early 
as possible. We also think it good practice to try sowing seed a little thinner, and give it better care.
